INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The appiieant has, after having received the intemationai aearch report, one opportunity to amend the olaims of the 
inte rn atona l application. It should howeww be emphaaizwl that, since ail parti of the intematianal ^icalion (ctaims. 
description and *awings) may t>e amended during the international prslimirufy exwiination prooedure, ttteie is usually 
no need to«e amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protectian or has another reoon lor amending the claims before intem^ional pbulicalion. 
Furttieiiiiure, it should be emphasized tttat provisionaJ protection is avaiiatile in some StAee only. 



What parts of the International appiteaUon may be amondad? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the intemrtional phase, the claims may also be amended (or turther amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Prelimmary Examrang AiAhority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 before die International Examining Autttority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all parts of the international application may be amended under Article 28 
or, wt>ar* applicable. Article 41 . 



Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the intematianal aearch report or 1 6 morths from the priority 
dote, whichever tinte limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendmente will be oonsiderwl 
as having been received on tirrM if they are received by tt»e International Bureau after the expiration of the 
appiieaWe time limit but tiators the completian of the technieai preparations for ir«ematiOful publiudion 
(RuJe46.1). *^ 



What* not to fHe the amandmenta? 

The amendments may only be filed with the IrrtemMional Bureau and not with the receiving Office or ttie 
International Searching Authority (PUe 46.2). 

Where a demand for intemationai preliminary examination hn been/is filed, see below. 



Either by cancelling one or more entire daima, by adding one or more new claims or by amending ttie text of 
one or mors of the dairm as fUed. 

A replacement aheet must be submittad for each sheet of the olaims which, on aoeount of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from ttie sheet originaliy filed. 

All the claims appeanng on a raplaeement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a daim ia 
eanoelled, no renumtjering of the dtier daims is required. In all cases where daims are rsnumtiered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made In the language In which the International application la to be puMlahad. 



What documente must/may accompany the amendmeitts? 
Latter (Sactton 20S(b)): 

The amendments must t>e sub m itted with a latter. 

The letter win not be published with the intemationai application and the amended daims. It should not be 
confused with the 'Statement under Article 1 9(1)- (see below, under 'Statement under Article 19(1)-). 

The latter must be In Engllah or French, at the choice of the appUcant. However, If Itw tamgtiasa of the 
kitomatlanai applleaMon Is English, the taOar must be in Engliah; W the languaga of the intamational 
is French, the lottar must be In Ftancfi.

(!) the claim is unchanged; 

(it) the claim is cancelled: 

(w) the claim is naw; 

(iv) the claim replaces one or more claims as filed; 

(v) the daim is ttie result of ttte division of a claim as filed.

3. [Where originally there were 14 daims and the amerKlments consist in canoalling some claims and in adding 
new claims]: 

'Claims 1 to 6 and 14 unchanged; daims 7 to 13canaelled; new daims IS, 16 and 17 added.* or 
'Qaims 7to 13 cancelled; new daims 15, 16 and 17 added; aH other daims unchanged.' 

4. [Where vanous kinds of anten dm e nts are made): 

'Claims 1 -10 unchanged; claims 11 to 13, 18 and 19 canoeUed; claims 14, IS and 1 6 replaoed t>y amended 
daim 14; claim 17 subdivided into amended daims 15, 16 and 17; new daims 20 and 21 added.'

The amendments may be accom pa nied by a statement explaining the amendments and indteaiing any impad 
thai suoh amendmerrts might have on ttte dsacription and the drawings (which cannat be amended under 

Aitide 19(1)), 

The statement wUI be published with the international appKeation and the amended daims. 
R must be In the language in which the tntamatlonal apppHcatton Is to be puMlshad. 

It must t» txief, not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into EngUsh. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating ttw dHtarenoes taetwee n the daims 
as filed and as amended. It must ba fled on a separate sheet and must tie identified as such by a heading, 
preferably t>y using the words 'Statement under Article 1 9(1 ).' 

It may not contain any disparaging oo m m en ts on tfw international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report, nelerenee to dtattons, relevant to a given daim, contained in the intemaiianal search 
report may tie made only in connection with an amendment of that claim. 



Conaaq u e nc a If a demand for I nt at na tlonal piellmln^ examination has ah«ady bean filed 

If, at ttte time of filing any amendments urtdar Article 1 9, a demand for intematioital praliminafy examirtaiion 
has already tieen sutimitted, the applieant must preferably, at the same time of filing ttte amendments with the 
Irttemational Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the Intemational Prelimirtary Examining 
AiAttority (see Rule 62.2(a), fifst sentence). 



Consaquanoe with regard to translation of the IntafnaUonal applieatlon for entry Into the national phaae 

The applicant's tftention is drawn to the tad that, wttere upon entry into the national phase, a translalion of the 
daims as amended under Article 1 9 may have to tie furnished to the design ated/etectad O t Boes, instead of, or 
in addition to, the translatian of ttte daims as filed.
